Contracts Awarded—The Pacific

The contracts are all for a term of ten 
years, to begin January 1, 1892. 


RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


Its Operations During the Past Year—The 
Superintendent's Suggestions. 

WasuiInaton, Nov. 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.j The annual report of 
General Superintendent White, of the 
Railway Mail Service, shows that at the 
close of the fiscal year mails were car- 
ried on 159,518 miles of railroad in the 
United States. Postal clerks were em- 
ployed on 140,786 miles. The service 
onthe remainder was performed by 
closed pouches. The total number of 
cars under control of the department 
is 2891. At the close of the fiscal 
year there were 1088 railway post- 
offices and thirty-seven steamship lines 
in operation on which 5565 postal 
clerks wereemployed. During the year 
4738 miles of new service was added. 
The record of the annual mileage for 
clerks shows an increase of 6,713,8 
miles or 5 per cent. in the distance 
traveled in the performance of duty 
and 698,814,462 pieces, 68.9 per cent. 
in quantity of the matter distributed. 

r. White recommends a law provid- 
ing for the retirement of all permanent 
railway postal clerks on third or half 
pay who have become incapacitated for 
further service by reason of 
injuries received in the discharge of 
duty, etc,, the necessary fund to be 
created by withholding a sum equal to 
one-half of 1 per cent. per annum of 
the salary of each clerk.

Another Man pers Mobbed 
for Da Fonseca. 

New York, Nov. 28.—[{By the Asso- 
clated Press.| The Herald’s Rio spe- 
cial says: ‘‘President Peixotto has is- 
sued a manifesto appealing to the 
people of Rio Grande to cease all 
further revolutionary proceedings. He 
assures all Brazilians that the resigna- 
tion of Da Fonseca will result in bene- 
fit to the country.

What De Giers Accomplished 
in Paris. 


A Defensive Alliance Concluded with 
the French Republic. 


The Two Nations will Wage Diplo- 
‘matic War on the Dreibund. 


Chancellor Caprivi Tells the Reichstag 
That the New Alliance and Recent 
Massing of Troops on Front- 

fers Means Peace.

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. ] 
The first authentic information convey- 
ing the result of De Giers’s sojourn in 
Paris has reached the Foreign Office 
through the British embassy at Berlin. 
De Giers communicated to Emperor 
William and Caprivi a clear explana- 
tion of the conferences held in Paris, 
and the character of the Russo-French 
entente.. Doubtless the Czar instructed 
his minister to make the declarations 
with a view of having not only the Ger- 
man but other interested European gov- 
ernments learn the nature of the com- 
pact between Russia and France. Ac- 
cording to the semi-official statement, 
based on De Giers’s declarations, the 
recent interview with President Car- 
not, De Freycinct and Ribot, resulted in 
a definite agreement of an exclusively 
defensive alliance. 

The entente agreed ges accordingto 
the statement quoted, differs on one of 
the most essential points from the 
triple alliance, inasmuch as while that 
makes the European status quo the 
basis of the maintenance of peace the 
Rus%0-French entente aims at what De 
Giers has called ‘‘respect for treaties,’’ 
meaning especially the restoration of 
Russia's grip on Bulgaria and the Brit- 
The differ- 
ences on these features of the situation 
are not in the meantime to be regarded 
as constituting a danger of war, as both 
the Russian and the French govern- 
ments desire to assure a strict applica- 
tion of existing treaties by pacific 
means. 

De Giers further communicated the 
fact that no treaty has yet been signed, 
and intimated that the French Minister 
desired to conclude a formal contract, 
as alone properly defining future re- 
sponsibilities and rendering it possible 


| to pursuea distinct policy before Eu- 


rope, while at the same time avoidiug 
the reproach of cherishing warlike de- 
signs. The sumof these ‘official assur- 
ances from the Berlin embassy is that 
the Paris conferences resulted in a 
scheme to maintain-a diplomatic war- 
fare against the dreibund and England, 
awaiting a more propitious period for 
in actual war. 

e Giers’s communications assume 
first importance, not for what they dis- 
close so much as because they constitute 
the first official admission of the Russian 
government to the powers that a Russo- 
French alliance has really been ar- 
ranged. Lord Salisbury went to Wind- 
sor tonight to place before the Queen 
certain dispatches, and it is surmised 
that they are those which refer to the 
entente. 


CAPRIVI TALKS PEACE. 


Not Think the Franco-Russian 
_ Alllance Means War. 

Bern, Nov. 27.--[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Chancellor von Ca- 
privi was present at the session of the 
Reichstag this morning, #nd in a speech 
referred to the rumors that he intended 
to resign as ridiculous. Von Caprivi 
refuted the reproaches uttered against 
the government on account of>-his so- 
called vacillating policy. He said that 
the Kaiser’s journey to Russia estab- 
lished friendly intercourse between the 
two monarchs, but no political matters 
was discussed betweenthem. The press 
indulged in too much trumpeting in re- 
gard to the visit of the French fleet 
to Cronstadt. The position of France 
and Russia toward the dreibund was 
not changed. All that happened at 
Cronstadt was that the existing condi- 
tion became manifes. There was no 
need of uneasiness. The Czar’s inten- 
tions were most pacific. Only, care 
must be taken to avoid clumsy errors. 
The Czar’s government was in a posi- 
tionto makeits will prevail. Its in- 
creased confidence in the French con- 
stituted no danger to Germany. 

Referring to the state of general 
armamentin Europe, the Chancellor 
said that this would continue much 
longer, uninfluenced by resolves adopted 
by the Peace Congress. It was, how- 
ever, a matter of satisfaction that the 
general preparedness for war had in- 
creased the desire for peace. 

In East-Africa Germany still had a 
long task to fulfill She had been 
obliged to have recourse to the doubt- 
ful plan of a lottery, but Germany’s 
possessions in Africa were ten times 
more important than those of England, 
with which nation Germany had not 
made a bad bargain. 

He said the abolition of compulsory 
passports in Alsace-Lorraine has been 
regarded as an act of weakness; but the 
continuance of that system as a per- 
manency was impossible. The assimi- 
lation of Reichsland with Germany was 
progressing surely. The best connect- 
ing link was the army. After a few 
generations the Reichsland question 
would be settled. There was no cause 
for uneasiness on account of the army,

although certain military abuses had 


lately become apparent. The world’s 
habit of estimating the worth of an 
army according to its numbers was 
wrong. Germany never before posses- 
sed so many capable military leaders, 
and no other nation had such chances 
for the next war. 

Referring to the movements of troops 
onthe Russian and French frontiers 
the Chancellor said that Germany as 
well as Austria had in this respect 
probably exceeded her duty. Too much 
anxiety prevailed because Russia had 
dispatched an army corps to a place as 
near the German frontier as Coblentz 
was tothe Russian frontier. The news-_

Banker Beals of Kansas City Recov- 
ers His Little Son. 


Five Thousand Dollars Paid as a Ran- 
som to the Kidnapers. 


The Woman “Lizzie,’"’ Who: Carried Off the 
Child, Arrested— Police on the Track 
of the Masculine Accom- 
plice. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Kansas City, Nov. 27.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.}] The household of David 
T. Beals, the banker, which was turned 
into an abode of grief vesterday by the 
abduction of his two-year old son, was 
tonight transformed into one of glad- 
ness, the child being recovered. This 
afternoon Mr. Beals offered a reward 
of $5000 forthe return of the child 
and no questions asked. All day today 
the police worked every possible ave- 
nue, but could find no clew, and the 
parents were nearly prostrated, neither 
having taken any rest since the child 
disappeared. 

Tonight a man presented himself at 
the mansion. He was dressed like a 
day laborer and wore a false face and 
wig. When Beals came to the door the 
man told him he wasa detective; that 
he had found the abductress, Lizzie 
Smith or King and her accomplices; 
that they demand 820,000 ransom, 
and he was prepared to deliver the 
the child for that amount. Beals de- 
clined to pay the sum and stuck to the 
original offer of $5000. After much 
parleying it was finally agreed that the 
detective would deliver the child for 
that amount. 

Beals told the police that he had 
pledged his honor that the man should 
not be arrested while engaged in carry- 
ing out his part of the contract, and or- 
dered them not to interfere. 

At 10 o’clock tonight the man ré& 
turned with the child and handed it 
over, upon receipt of $5,000 in bank 
notes. Thechild was sleeping soundly, 
safe and well. The joy of the parents 
knew no bounds, When a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press arrived at 
the house the child was awake and in 
ee arms of his father, while the mother

ed who carried him away said, 

“Lizzie,” but allhe knew further was 
that he had been ‘‘riding.’’ 

Mrs. King, the abductress, was ar- 
rested about midnight, but refused to 
talk. She had been in Beal’s household 
but a week, having answered an adver- 
tisement for a waitress, giving the 
name of Lizzie Smith. From the talk 
of other servants it is gathered that she 
had led a fast life in several western 
cities, having come originally from 
Illinois. The police today learned that 
she had been living with a man calling 
himself Albert King in a cottage on 
Lydia avenue. They passed as man 
wife and another man lived with them. 
They rented the cottage a short time 
ago and furnished it on the installment 
plan. It was through the notes that 
they were traced. King is not yet 
found, There is no doubt that he is the 
accomplice of the woman in the abduc- 
tion plot, perhaps the originator of it. 
It is not known whether the other man, 
who is also not found, had anything to 
do wi h it or not, 

Late tonight it was learned that the | 
police caught the woman in a house in 
Park avenue. She said she went on the 
veranda Thursday evening to get a 
paper when the men rushed up, thrusta 
revolver in her face and ordered her to 
getthe boy. She, thoroughly .fright- 
ened, did so. Then the men carried 
her to a carriage, drove her about for 
some time and turned her adrift. The 
police declare the story thin. From 
papers found, they have learned that 
she has recently been in Denver, and 
that King, who passed for her husband, 
was released from tne penitentiary in 
Colorado last summer aftera five years’ 
term for horse-stealing.

Tornadoes — Their Characteristics, 


J 
The occurrence of another tornado, or 


series of tornadoes, on the Atlantic 
Coast and inland, sweeping through 
Washington, D. C., and threatening the 
destruction of the historic White House, 
furnishes another striking feature of 
the remarkable meteorological record 
of the past few years. This storm 
developed its destructive tendencies in 
Northern Florida or Southern Georgia, 
swept tothe northward till it encoun- 
tered the Blue Ridge and Alleghany 
Mountains, where it divided into two 
parts, oneof which tore its way north- 
ward chrough West Virginia, Eastern 
Ohio, Western Pennsylvania and on to 
New York. The other part was de- 
flected more tothe eastward, following 
the trend of the Atlantic coast through 
Washington, Baltimore and on to New 
York, finally passing away to the north- 


east, 


This recalls the series of tornadoes of 
1888, when Alabama, Georgia and 
other Southern States were so terribly 
devastated. 

It is too early to attempt anything in 
the nature of a generalization of this 
latest storm; its conditions and even 
the extent of its destruction are not yet 


fully reported. 


There are two distinct classes of 
these storins with which we of North 
America are familiar. One is known 
as the tropical hurricanes. These orig- 
inate near the tropics and sweep around 
the North Atlantic to the left, fre- 
quently striking the Bermudas and car- 
oming on-the coast of Newfoundland, 
thence turning to the northeast. 
class of storms swing around the North 
Atlantic in a great circle or parabola. 
They generally keep well out at sea, 
and hence are heard from maialy 
in disaster to shipping. The trop- 
ical hurricanes. of the North At- 
lantic are a distinct class and should be 
distinguished from that other family of 
storms ‘which crosses the continent 
from west to east or from southwest 
to northeast. Itisto this latter class 


| that the storm of Monday probably be- 


longs. 

There is no more perplexing problem 
for'the scientists of the present age to 
solve thanthe tornado. And, by the 
way, these destructive swirling storms 
that work such frightful havoc on 
land are tornadoes, not. cyclones, as 
they are popularly and erroneously 
called, Cyclone is tHe name given to 
the general atmospheric movement 
which describes a great circular sweep, 
and .may be anywhere from 100 
to 2000 miles in diameter. Cyclones 


including hard frosts, blizzards, snow- 
storms. rains and hot waves. The tor- 
nado develops in what is called the 
‘trough’? of the cyclone and is 


a distinct feature of the general 


atmospheric disturbance. It is found 
from 300 to 500 miles southeast of 
the ‘“‘Low’’ (meaning area of low 
barometer) in the center of the cyclo- 
nic movement. Not one in twenty 
cyclones is accompanied by a tornado. 
These latter manifestations occur only 
when peculiar conditions are present. 
Just what these conditions are and 
how they may be marked in advance, so 
that timely warning of their approach 
and their probable field of devastation 
may be given, scientists are working 
very hard to determine. 

In a monograph prepared by John P. 
Finley, sergeant, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
and published unger the caption ‘‘Pro- 
fessional Papers of the Signal Service 
No. VII,” are. given data relative to 
600 tornadoes which occurred in the 
United States from 1794 to 1881 in- 
clusive. These statistics are most val- 
uable, as they establish several char- 
acteristics of the tornado, and furnsh 
the basis for a thorough investigation 
of this phenomenon. Lieut. Finley’s 
tables give, so far as they were ob- 
served, the place, date, time of day, and 
direction of the storm's course, width 
and length of the path, velocity of the 
storm per hour, shortest time in passing 
a point, form of cloud, direction of 
whirl in cloud, temperature preceding 
and following storm, direction of de- 
structive winds, time of rain and hail 
in relation to tornado, character of cen- 
tral cloud, electricity in cloud and de- 
scriptive remarks. 

The deductions drawn as to location 
are that the great basin lying west 
of the Mississippi and including the 
States of Iowa, Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska is the region in which tor- 
nadges develop most favorably. There 
are three other well-definefi tornado 
centers, one in the State of w York, 
one in Georgia and one in Texas.

‘Roads Over Pablie Lands. 
Los ANGELES, Nov. 27. the Editor of 


Tue Times.) On the 26th of July, 1866," 


Congress enacted .a law in these terms: 
“The right-of-way the construction of 
highways over public lands, not reserved 
for public use, hereby granted. 
vised Statutes, sec. 2477. 

This law has never been repealed and is in 


full forcetoday, It is in terms an yon 


grant totne public of highways over al 
lands belonging: to the Government at the 
time of the passage of the act. The words 
“reserved for public use’’ refer only to 
military, lighthousejand other like reser- 
vations, 


There would seem to be in this law suffi: - 


cient authority for establishing . roads 
wherever the public convenience requires 


them, throughout all public lands, and that } 


it only needed action. on the partof the 
local authorities to locate the road and de. 
clare it open to ther public. The local, au- 
thorities in the several States and Terri- 
tories where public lands existed are the 
sole judges of the necessity for highways, 
and when they determine the question and 
locate the road there ought to bean end 
of the matter, That would be an accept. 
ance of the grant made by Congress. 

This grant being unconditional it is fair 
tosay thatitruns wifh the land and in- 
heres-to it until’the matter of the public 
convenience can be determined by the 
proper local anthorities. The grant of 
right-of-way would be of little avail if it 
were to be cut off or annuled by a subse- 
quent concession of the land to a home. 
stead or preémption settler. If the neces- 
sity for the road ceased upon such. conces- 
sion there might be some ground for such a 
claim; but the factis just the reverse; the 
necessity forthe road is increased by the 
settlement:, and the act of Congress was 
intended to meet a. public: necessity—the 
very necessity for highways. That neces- 
sity does not precede, but. follows, settle- 
ment, and the’ right-of-way in the public 
survives the issuance of a parent to a pri- 
vate party. Itisnot cut off by the squat-' 
ting of a private party upon the land over | 
which a road is needed, and perhaps indis- | 
pensable. 

It would be preposterous to claim that 
the right-of-way‘must be accepted by the 
local authorities and the read. RCE Hg 
laid out before the land ever. which it is.

highway. It might be indeed, 
it is very likely, that ‘in most cases’ 
there would be no local authority:to clainr 
and lay out the road.

Dabbling in Corn Speculation Thought to 
be One of the Causés of the Col- 
lapse—The Elder Field Crit- | 
ically Ill.

British Regulars String Up a Corporal 
Who Got Himself Disliked. 

Lonxpon, Nov. 27.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] There was much ex- 
citement at the Horse Guards today 
upon-receipt of intelligence from Alder- 
shot, where are situated the great mili- 
tary camp and barracks, that a spirit of 
murderous insubordination is prevalent 
in one of the regiments stationed at 
that place. [t is believed that this af- 
air is not due to any feeling against the 
army regulations or rations served, but 
is entirely the result .of feeling enter- 
tained by privates of the second bat- 
talion of the Leinster regiment (Royal 
Canadians) against a corporal who had 
taken advantage of a little authority 
intrusted to him to make life as un- 
pleasant as possiblé for those placed 
under him.

A MOORISH 


| CEREMONIES ATTENDING THE CELE- 


‘BRATION IN MOROCCO, 


Peeullar Appearance of the Bride—She 
Was Fat, but Beauty in That Country 
Is Gauged by the Quantity of Adipose 
Tissue—Carried on Her Brother's Back. 


It was evening when we started off toa 
Moorish weddin,, one of the most interest- 
ing sizhts of Morocco. We found our way 
to a low, whitSwahed house, which the 
ladies of the party ‘entered. The gentle- 
men had to remain outside, as no man is 
permitted to look on a Moorish lady. We 
found ourselves in a short: passage leading 
into the “patio,” a square hall around 
which the rooms are built, The patio was 
crowded with women squatting on the 
floor, some sipping tea and eating sweet 
cakes; others (the paid musicians) sing in 
a low, nasal chant to the accompariment 
of tomtoms. 

Passing through these we came into the 
room where the bride sat in state. The at- 
mosphere wasstifling. She was surrounded 
by lady friends and relatives, many of 
whom held long lighted candles. The 
women were smartly attired and had their 
faces and eyes highly painted. The room 
was long and narrow. Its ceiling was 
painted in brilliant colors and the white- 
washed walls for about six feet were hung 
with a handsome dado of crimson velvet in 
panels, each panel being a Moorish arch 
applique in green broche with gold em- 
broidery. Behind white lace curtains at 
each end of the room stood a bed with pil- 
jows: encased in Moorish embroidery on 
silk, a valance of the same e reaching: to the 
ground. 

THE BRIDE’S APPEARANCE. 


-- On one of these beds sat the bride, tailor 


fashion, with a veil of checked muslin en- 
This was presently 
raised. and disclosed the lady to our view. 
She was a girl of fourteen, and, being very 
fat, was considered a beauty. To be fat is 
considered a woman’s greatest attraction. 
Indeed, when nearing a marriageable age 
it is common for gfris to lie for weeks cov- 
ered with warm biankets, passing their 
time in dozing and feeding on a fattening 
diet of milk, “boos koosoo”’ (the native 
dish), oil, peas, or a certain bean supposed 
to be infallible as a fat producer. 
Her face presented the most extraordi- 
nary appearance, being painted white with 
a delicate pattern in pale blue, yellow and 
black on a three cornered patch of crimson 
on each cheek and chin. The eyebrows 
were indicated by a thin line of dense black, 
and from the corners of the eyes, which 
were blackened, extended a fanshaped de- 
signin black to tgg topof theears. The 
tips of her fingers ffnd toes were died terra 
cotta with henna. Aysha (so she was 
called) was cladin a gorgeous kaftan of 


red silk and gold brocade, embroidered ia ; 


gold’ and reaching to her ankles. Her 
undergarments were pure colored brocade 
and her waistcoat green velvet and gold. 
Over the kaftan hung alight gauze gar- 
ment, open down the front and confined 
by a band of gold and silk in many colors. 

Her headdress was composed of. silk 
handkerchiefs, pinned around so as to 
show a narrow edge of each on the fore- 
head. Above these came a band of black 
velvet with a close design of seed pearls 
and emeralds. Her neck was encircled by 


many uecklaces, principally strings of | - 


pearls, with occasional uncut emeralds 
and amethysts. She further wore a num- 
ber of rings and bracelets and anklets of a 
costly but clumsy description. The most 
remarkable piece of jewelry was the ear- 
rings, which were as large as an ordinary 
bracelet, the part going through the ear 
being a tube of gold quite half aninch in 
diameter.

The bridal veil was immediately dropped 
and the women assumed their helks, a 
long, white woolen shawl. .The reason of 
this. commotion was the entrance of 
Aysha’s brother, a tall Moor in dark blue 
cloth djellabea and white turban. He 
seated himself on the bed front of his sis- 
ter, and the latter, putting her arms around 
his neck, was carried pickaback into the 
patio. Here the women were congregated 
around a curious wooden box, swathed in 
Bridal clothes. At one side was an open- 
ing, where the Moor knelt. The bride 
climbed over his head and into the box. 
Draperies were dropped over the opening, 
and Aysha, in her cage, was hoisted on a 
‘mule at the door of the house. 

The procession then formed up, the mu- 
sicians, playing. drums, leading the way, 
followed by Moors carrying brass cande- 
labras with colored candles. Then came 
the bride’s box, surrounded’ by twenty or 
thirty Riffians doing a wild, fantastic 
“powder play” with their long ‘brass or 
silver mounted guns. Then more candles 
and a long array of friends. In this way is 
the bride borne to her husband’s home; no 
matter how far it may be, in the box she 
must remain till she arrives there. 

Then the box is lifted down to the 
threshold and thg bridegroon8s mother 
comes with a bow! of milk, a loaf of-bread 
and salt forthe bride to taste. The kers 
are then delivered to her, and the old lady 
keeping in front of the box, the bride 
crawls out, crawls on to her mother-in- 
law’s back and is carried to the bridal 
chamber, there, still veiled, to be locked in 
alone. The mother then delivers the key 
of the room to her son, who goes to unveil 
and look for the first time on his bride.— 
London Graphic.

FORGER CAPTURED. 


Capt. A. J. Branch in the Hands of the 

Police Detective A. Anthony of San 
Francisco reached this city on the 4:30 
train last evening, and was seen at the 
police station by a Times reporter. 

Detective Anthony is down here for 


the purpose of taking the noted forger, 


Capt. A. J. Branch back to the metrop- 
olis of the north. 

The detective stated that for some 
weeks past Branch, who claims to be a 
high-toned Southern gentleman, has 
been forging checks for small amounts 
in San Francisco. His principal .vic- 
tims have been the Spreckels Bros., 
and he has probably raised $1000 
in tnis way. The detectives did 
not locate Branch as the forger 
until he had sent his family East by the 

orthern route, and to throw the offi- 

ers off the track he started by the 
southern route, but Detective Anthony 
proved too much for him, and located 
him on the train. that reached this city 
Thursday evening. 

He telegraphed the Los Angeles po- 
lice a description of Branch and Detect- 
ive Auble was sent up the road to meet 
the train. He had no trouble in identi- 
fying the forger. Branch did not seem 
to be surprised on being arrested. He 
states that heis not atall afraid to meet 
the charges in San Francisco, but De- 
tective Anthony says he has a strong 
case against him. . 

Brauch was placed in the city prison, 
where he will be kept until this after- 
noon, when he will be taken to San- 
Francisco by Detective Anthony.

THE NORTON CASE. 


Baldwin Continues the Story of His Dis- 
astrous Deal. 

Yesterday morning at 9:30 o’clock 
the examination of C. E. Norton, J. K. 
Stump and John Morgan was. resumed 
in Justice Austin’s department of the 
Police Court, and the prosecuting wit- 
ness, H. L. Baldwin, was recalled on di- 
rect examination. 

"Witness was asked by the prosecuting 
attorney to explain how he traded his 
Bunker Hill property for the Anaheim 
ranch, but half a dozen objections were 
made by the defendant's attorneys, 
headed by Henry T. Gage, Esq., and the 
whole forenoon was occupied in this 
way, 

Not more than three or four quest- 
tions were answered and if this kind of 
thing is kept up the case will be run- 
ning next spring. 

The usual array of real estate men 
and cqurt loungers put in an appear- 
ance when the case was opened at 2 
o'clock, and the complaining witness 
Baldwin was recalled on direct ex- 
amination, and the three-cornered ob- 
jection process was renewed on the part 
of the defendant’s attorneys. 

Witness stated that he'was informed 
by Norton that there was a mortgage on 
the Anaheim ranch tothe tune of $50 
anacre. Witness believed the repre- 
sentations made by Norton to be true. 
He was induced by Norton to deed away 
his lot in this city by these representa- 
tions. 

A few more questions were put and 
objected to, and the prosecuting at- 
torney in self- defense turned the wit- 
ness over to the defendant's attorneys, 
but the cross-examination only lasted a 
few minutes, as each attorney wanted 
to take a hand in the questioning, and 
the Court continued the case until 10 
o'clock this morning. 

So far Norton is the only one of the 
defendants implicated, but the prosecu- 
tion claim,to have further evidence 
which will bring them all in.

“Well, I will tell you of another case,” 
said Jobn D. Townsend, the -lawyer, one 
night while caatting about a strange scene 
in law courts with me at an up town club, 
“You will remember a few years ago that 
aman name Jeffords, whileserving. time 
in Sing Sing, was murdered by a fellow 
convict who wns aggrieved at something 
Jeffords had-said,. Jeffords had been tried 
and convicted of the murder of his step- 
father, and under the conditions of the law 
determining the manner of death at that 
time “the governor had refused to set a 
time for his execution, Jeffords was

“Acting upon this precedent, I submitted 
the evidence I had gathered, summed up 
without expressing any opinion of my own, 
and my man was also acquitted! Mrs. 
Jeffords, the mother of the murdered man, 
sat in the balcony throughout the trial. 
As all the parties in the case are now dead, 
I have esitation in telling this remark- 
able case.’’—New York Recorder.

At last tired nature rebelled against 
such treatment, and thorotighly exbausted, 
the prince fell asleep, When he awoke he 
was so mortified at his weakness that in 
order to purge himself of what be consid- 
ered ap almost uupardonable sin, he cut 
off his eyebrows, considering them the tn- 
struments of his crime. 

They fell upon the ground and each in- 
dividual hair became transformed into a 
shrub, which eventually came to be known 
by the name of tea. 

Prior to that time it had been unknown,

What Woaden Nutmegs Are. 

The Banda isles are almost covered with 
nutmeg trees, To prepare the seeds for 
use they are dried in a moderate heat for 
about two months, Then the shells are 
broken and the nutmegs are picked out 
and assorted, the inferior ones being re- 
served for the oil press. As the essential 
oil of nutmeg brings a high price, dishon- 
est growers often steep the nutmegs in hot 
water to extract the oil from them. 

They are then coated with lime and sent 
into the channels of commerce. Such nut 
megs are worthless; their aroma and pun- 
gency have disappeared, these qualities be- 
ing due exclusively to the oil. If on 
inserting a pin no oil rushes to the sarface,, 
the nutmeg is merely a wooden nutmeg.-——

Two Naturat Bridges. 

The most remarkable natural bridge in 
the world is probably the Jisrel Hajar, 
which spans a gorge not far from the ruins 
of the temple of Adonis, in the province of 
Lebanon, Syria.

Fire Bugs Again Getting in 
Their Work. 


A Bold Attempt to Destroy the City 
Schoolhouse. 


| Prof. Frye Shot. by One of the In 


eendiaries. 


The Men Make Good Their Escape—The 
Jeasrang Trial—Interesting Budgets 
from Riverside and 
Redlands. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 


After THE TIMES report closed Thursday 
evening another of the already long series 
of attempts ‘to destroy the city school- 
houses occurred. This time the incendiaries 
went to work on the City school, but their 
designs were frustrated by the pluck and 
nerve of City Superintendent of Schools 
Frye. 

It has been Prof. Frye’s custom to go to 
his office in the school building during the 
evening to write and study. Thursday 
night he visited the building as usual, and 
as he entered it, about 7:30 o'clock, he saw 
the reflection of a bright light from the 
floor above. Rushing up stairs the Profes- 
sor encountered a man coming out of Mr. 
Boyd's room, from which apartment a statr- 
way leadsinto the cupola. The rest of the 
story is best told in Prof. Frye’s own words. 

the fellow approached meI grabbed 
him by the throat and shoved him back. 
The light was directly behind him and I 
could not see his face on accountof the in- 
tense darkness in the hall. We scuffied 
about.a little, and I, seeing that I would be 
able to manage him, made an attempt to 
reach the bell cord and sound an alarm. 
Finally I threw the man down and fell on 
topof him. Atthis moment he drew a re- 
volver and shot four times, with the muzzle 
of the gun close to my body. I felta slight 
burning sensationin my arm, but I con- 
tinued to struggle until] a hand was laid on 
my collar and I was pulled off. Then the 
men, for there were two, ran down stairs 
and disappéared. 

‘‘NextI turned my attention to the fire. 
It had been started with the assistance of 
three waste baskets full of paper immedi- 
ately under the stairs leading to the cupola, 
and had by this time obtained quite a head- 
way.. With the assistance of the fire hose, 
recently placed in the building, I went to 

ork and put the fire out.”’ 

nthe meantime, while Prof. Frye was 
at work on the fire, he had sounded an 
alarm on the school bell and a crowd soon 
arrived. Hon. Will A. Harris, president of 
the Board of Education, was among the 
first to arrive, and he had Prof. Frye re- 
moved to Dr. Bogart’s residence, where his 
wound was dressed. It was found that the 
bullet had penetrated the fleshy partof the 
left arm, and that the wound had been ef- 
fectually cauterized by the burning of the 
sleeve. Besides this anda kick in the back, 
which the professor had received from the 
second man, he was uninjured. The plucky 
pedagogue was later taken to his rooms at 
the Southern, and yesterday morning he 
was out on the streets but little the worse 
for his exciting adventure. 


This is the fifth school house in San Ber- 
nardino that has been set on fire inthe 
past year. The Second Ward school was 
the first object of the incendiaries’ atten- 
tion, and was badly burned. During the 
spring term the Bennett school was set on 
fire and gutted, and about six weeks ago the 
Fourth Street school, back of the Soutnern 
Hotel, was damaged $1000 by the incendia- 
The most recent fire before Thursday 
night’s outrage was at the Riley school 
two weeks ago, which building was en- 
tirely destroyed. 

Itis extremely unfortunate that Prof. 
Frye did not get a good look atthe firebugs. 
He is able to give only a very meager de. 
scription, and the hands of the police are 
tied as far as making arrests are concerned. 
The officers are at aloss to account for the 
fires, as there seems to be no reason for the 
incendiarism. Prof. Frye was heartily con- 
gratulated yesterday for his pluck. ~ 

THE JESSRANG TRIAL. 

Thursday night's attempt at incendiarism 
lends peculiar interest to the trial of George 
Jessrang, now in progress in the Superior 
Court before Judge Otis. Yesterday the 
last juror was sworn in and the taking of 
testimony commenced The prosecution is 
doing its best to make out a case, with good 
chances of success. If Jessrang is inno- 
cent, there isa series of strange coinci- 
dences in connection with his case almost 
unparalleled, as he was the first to discover 
three or four incendiary fires in succession 
The courtroom was crowded throughout the 
day yesterday.

But last year the extreme 
lateness of the season in Florida, which 
brought California oranges into competi- 
tion with the Eastern deciduous fruits, had 
a badeffecton prices. This agency will 
not be in operation this year, and there is 
no reason why this season's crop should 
sell for less thanlast. I advise the growers 
not to be in a hurry to sell.” 

Another grower here suggests. the form- 
ing of a‘coOperative association by all the 
producers, managed by a board of direc- 
tors. The fruit would all be sent to one 
packing house and consigned to an Eastern 
manager at Chicago for sale. It is urged 
that this plan wouid offer many advantages 
in the way of saving on buyers’ profit and 
freight.

Below is an entry in the journal of 
the Englishman, Frank Hatton, who 
explored Borneo from 1881 to March 
1, 1888, when he was killed by the 
accidental discharge of his Winchester. 


The journal was printed injthe Century 
of July, 1885: 


This evening I caught a first sight of 
Mentapom, stated by Dr. Witti to be 8000, 
but that I should think is at least 9000 feet 
high. It is a fine bold peak, with exposures 
of white rock near the summit, and is not 
unlike the Matterhorn. We camped on the 
20th of March, 1882, almost at the foot of 
Mentapom, and I fired my gun several times 
as a signal to a prahu that had not yet 
come up. Some Dusuns,who were catch- 
ing fish, asked us not to fire; as it made the 
spirits on Mentapom angry, and we should 
be sure to getrain. I cannot tell how they 
got hold of this curious superstition, but, 
sure enough, half an hour afterwards the

' The preliminary documents in a very {m- 
portant suit were filed in the Superior 
Court here Wednesday last, and service 
made in the same yesterday, in which the 
Den heirs are plaintiffs and the Hollister es- 
tate defendant. It is asuit to recover the 
sum of $75,000 alleged to be due the 
plaintiffs for rent. This suit is the out 
come of that famous litigation instituted 
by the Den heirs in 1876, and first tried be- 
fore Judge Sepulveda of Los Angeles, and 
resulted in favor of Col. W. W. Hollister. 
since deceased. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court, which reversed the de- 
cision of the lower court and remanded the 
case foranother trial. The second trial was 
had before Judge F. E. Spence and resulted 
in a judgment in favor of the plaintiffs. 
This was in 1886. The case was again ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which affirmed 
the decision of the lower and denied the 
defendants a new trial. The case was then 
taken to the United States Supreme Court 
ona writ of error, which was quashed. 
The judgment was then signed by Judge 
Spence and possession given to the’ Den 
heirs November 10, 1890. The case in. 
volved real estate and improvements 
valued at $750,000. The present suit is 
brought to recover the value of rents and 
profits from the estate from the time of 
Judge Spence’s decision until the date 
when the Den heirs got possession of the 
a ge period of about four years.

HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF LOS 
: ANGELES county do ordain as fol- 
ows: 


SECTION 1. Every person regularly en- 
gaged, or hereafter en — in the business 
of auctioncering either his own goods. or 
g of others, at a fixed place or other- 
wise, shall pay a license tax therefor at the 
rate of twenty dollars per quarter. 

Cc. very pally or 
wholly engaged in banking. loaning money 
atinterest. or in buyingor selling notes 
| bonds or other evidences of indebted ness of 

rivate persons, or in buying or sellin 

State, county or city stock. of) other evi. 
dences of State, county orcity indebtedness, 
or stocks or notes, bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness of incorporated companies, 
shall pay a Hcense tax at the rate of ten dol- 
lars per quarter. 

SEc.3. wawnbrokers shall pay a license 
tax at the rate of fifty dollars per quarter. 

Sec. 4. Forevery traveling exhibition or 
entertainment,the exhibitor thereof shall 
pay alicense tax as follows: 

for every exhibition of a caravan. mu- 
scum, ménagerié, or collection. of Animals, 
not included in or witha circus, twenty- 


five dollars per day. For everv 
exhibition of a circus, not included 
in or combined with a menagerie, 


museum or collection of animals, twenty- 
five dollars per day. For cvery exhibition 
of a circus included In or combined with a 
menagerie, muscum or collection of ani- 
mals, fifty dollars per day. For every Side- 
show to a menagerie, museum or circus, 
where a separate admission fee is charged, 
five dollars per day. 

SrEc.5. Every person, except as hercinafter 
provided in section 24 who sells, gives 
away,or furnishes vinous. malt or spiritu- 
ous liquors in quantities not less than 
one-fift of a gailon, shall pay a 
license tax therefor at the rate of 
twenty-five dollars per quarter: provided, 
that the liquors so sold or turnished shall 
not be drunk in, upun or about the premises 
where it is sold or furnis : and provided 
further, that no license shall be issued to 
any person under the provisions of this sec- 
tion until such person shall have executed a 
joint and several bond tothe county of Los 
Angeles, with two or more sufficient sure- 
ties.in the principal sum of one thousand 
dollars, and such bond shall have been filed 
with and approved by the board of super- 
visors of said county, which bond shall be 
for the term of one year. and shall be con- 
ditioned that the principal of such bond dur- 
ing the time that he shal] continue the busi- 
ness specified, not exceeding the term oft 
the bond, will pay all license taxes that are 
now, or may hereafter, be imposed on such 
business by this or any ordinance of the 
said board of supervisors, and that he wiil 
conduct such business and the place in or at 
which the same may be carried on, in con- 
formity with the laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, this ordinance and any other ordin- 
ance of the said board of supervisors, 
now existing or hereafter adopted 
by it. for the lawful regulation of 
such business or place, in incorporated 
cities and towns, said bond and all succeed- 
ing ones to berenewed at the expira- 
tion of the term therein named by anew 
one of like term, amount, form and effect. 
If at any time. in the judgment of the 
board of supervisors, the sureties on such 
bond or either of them, become insufficient, 
the said board may require the principal to 
execute a new bond with sufficient sureties 
in like form and amount as the first bond: 
and if he fails so to do within ten days after 
the mailing of written notice to him of such 
requirement. stating the reason therefor, 
the said board may revoke the license is- 
sued, and the license fees thereunder paid 
shall be forfeited tothe county. If at any 
time it shall appearto the satisfaction of 
the board of supervisors, after having given 
the principal a reasonable notice and oppor- 
tunity to be heard, that he has violated any 
of the conditions of his bond, the board 
may at’once revoke his license and declare 
his bond forfeited. 


Src. 6. Eve person, except as herein- 
after provided insec. 24. who, ina saloon, 
restaurant, drug store or other place, either 
personally, or by agent. servant or emplove, 
sells, gives or furnishes to others, in quan- 
tities less than one-ifth of a galion, vinous 
malt or spirituous liguors, shall pay for 
each and every room, compartment, bar or 
place in or at which such liquor is so 
sold, given or furnished. a license tax of

In case of recovery by the 
plaintiff, ten dollars judement must be 
added to the judgment and costs, to be col- 
lected from the defendant. and when col- 
lected must be paid to the License Tax Col- 
lector instituting such suit as compensation 
for his services therein. 

Ske. 15. Every person who violates any of 
the provisions of this ordinance sha 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by tmprison- 
ment in the county jail not lesa than thirty 
days, nor more than one hundred days. or 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars, nor 
more than one hnndred dollars, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

Nothing in this ordinance con- 
tained shall be construed or déemed to au- 
thorize the saleor furnishing of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to minors, Indians, habitual 
drunkards, or to any person or class of per- 
sonsto whom such sale or furnishing of 
liquor is prohibited by law. 

SEc. 27. Whenever the word “person” or 
“party’’ is used in this ordinance referring 
to those liable to pay license tax the same 
is intended and shall be construed to mean 
andinclude a firm, association or corpora- 
tion: and whenever the terms used in this 
ordinance designate the petaciae. the same 
shall be construed to mean and include the 
agents, servants representatives and em- 
ploves of such principal. 

Sec. 2%. An ordinance entitled “Ordinance 
Establishing and Fixing Rates of Licenses 
for the County of Los Angeles, State of Cal- 
ifornia,”’ passed the 4th day of June, 1891, 
and al! ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconflict with this ordinance, are hereby 
repealed.
